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Applicant's arguments filed June 13, 2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants' argument concerning the combination of reference has been 
considered and not deemed persuasive. The Kennedy reference does teach the liquid- 
solid interface that is instantly claimed. The specification teaches the upward convex 
interface to obtain the temperature levels. Further, it would have been obvious to 
combine references as one of ordinary skill in the art would clearly see the advantages 
of controlling the growth process, better crystal quality.
